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n 1985, Jim “The Anvil” 

Neidhart and his brother-in-law, 

Bret “Hit Man” Hart, joined forces 

in what would become one of 
the greatest tag team combinations in 
World Wrestling Federation history. 
Along with crafty manager Jimmy 
Hart, the Hart Foundation established 
a stunning mix of power and speed, 
which catapulted them to the 
Federation Title when they defeated 
the British Bulldogs in January of 
1987. They held the gold for nine 
months, using their patented finishing 
move—the Hart Attack—to flatten the 
opposition. Unfortunately, in October 
of that same year, Bret and “the 
Anvil” lost the gold to the Strike Force 
(Tito Santana and Rick Martel) in 
Syracuse, New York. 

Bent on proving their title reign 
was anything but a fluke, the Hart 
Foundation persevered and climbed 
back up the tag team ranks. As part 
of the effort to regain 
their glory, the 
duo fired the 


world wrestling 


“Mouth of the South” during a match 
in 1989. That controversial decision 
seemed to have rejuvenated the 
team, as they defeated Demolition 
for their second title reign at 
SummerSlam ‘90. 

However, at WrestleMania VII in 
March of 1991, the Foundation lost 
their titles to the Nasty Boys. The 
defeat not only cost them the belts, 
but their solidarity as a unit. Bret and 
the Anvil quietly walked away from 
the tag team scene, opting to tackle 
singles competition instead. The 
“Excellence of Execution” went on 
to win the Intercontinental and 
Federation Title within two years, 
while Neidhart soon left the spotlight 
of the Federation. 

From 1992 to 1994, the Anvil 
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federation 


toured various regional promotions 
across the United States, sharpening 
his trade until he was ready to return 
to the “big time”. In 1994, he 
re-emerged during the bitter feud 
between Bret and brother Owen. This 
time, Neidhart joined the “King of 
Harts” in an attack on his former Hart 
Foundation partner at SummerSlam 
‘94. Following a series of tag team 
matches that pitted Owen against 
Bret and the British Bulldog, the Anvil 
once again disappeared from the 
squared circle. 

It would be three years before 
Neidhart would resurface in the 
Federation. In that span, an amazing 
turn of events took place where Bret, 
Davey Boy and Owen reunited as a 
family to form the new Hart 
Foundation. After Stone Cold Steve 


-) Austin sent the Hit Man to the hospital 
| with an injured knee in April, the 


Foundation called in the reinforce- 
ments. One week later on RAW IS 
WAR, Neidhart shocked the 
world when he appeared 
from the locker room 
and blind-sided Austin, 
this time saving the 
Excellence of Execution 
from harm’s way. With 
that move, the Anvil 
solidified his standing 

as the fourth member of 

the Foundation! 
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uring the World Wrestling Federation’s “Cold Day In Hell” this past May, Spanish 
fans tuned into the Pay-Per-View broadcast to hear the familiar voice of former 
World Wrestling Federation superstar Tito Santana! However, this time, the 
Mexican legend wasn’t inside the ring; rather, he opted to join the Spanish 
broadcast team full-time as part of his new duties! 


Santana is a former two- 
time Intercontinental 
Champion, a title he won 
from Don Muraco, and 
later Greg Valentine in 
1984. He is also a two- 
time Federation Tag Team 
Champion, a title he held 
with lvan Putski in 1979 
and in 1987 with partner 
Rick Martel—then known 
as Strike Force. At 
WrestleMania VIII in 
1992, Santana narrowly 
lost to an up-and-coming 
Shawn Michaels, a bout 
that proved the Mexican 
fighter still had what it 
takes to mix it up with the 
best the Federation had to 
offer. Then in late 1993, 


the fan favorite quietly 
walked away from the 
“big time”, realizing his 
legendary career would 
one day land him in the 
Hall of Fame.

Long before Faarooq and Ahmed embarked on 
their respective careers in sports-entertainment, 
both led similar and parallel lives. Both came from 
the same streets, dealing with adversity in differ- 
ent ways. The Nation's leader—then known as 
Ron Simmons—used his mind to lift himself out of 
the Georgia slums. Through dedication and hard 
work, Simmons was able to graduate from high 
school and go on to Florida State University, 
where he became an All-American and one of 
only two players to have their jerseys retired as 
members of the football team (the other being 
Deion Sanders).

Just as this contest was about to begin, 


the Hart Foundation—Owen Hart, 
the British Bulldog, Jim “The Anvil” 
Neidhart and a wheelchair-bound 
Bret “Hit Man” Hart—and associate 
Brian Pillman seated themselves in 
the front row, casting a threatening 
shadow over the proceedings. 

Within seconds, the Undertaker 
tossed Austin from the ring, and the 
Stone Cold One pulled Owen over 
the guardrail and pounded him. The 
Undertaker stepped in, slugging 
Austin, and then punched Owen back 
into the spectator section. 

After both combatants brawled in 
and out of the ring, zoning in on each 
other's wheels, Undertaker applied a 
sleeper to the challenger. Austin 
reached up, grabbed the back of the 
champion’s head and slid downward, 
banging the skull into the Undertaker’s 


‘chin. The titleist retaliated with a 


chokeslam. Austin fired back with the 
Stone Cold Stunner. 

As Undertaker lay prone on the 
mat and Austin covered him, the bell 


unexpectedly rang. Austin stood, 


perplexed, for a moment and then 
realized that Pillman had taken it on 
himself to play timekeeper. But the 
match was still officially underway, 
and the challenger turned his attention 
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back to the champion. However, the 
distraction had bought the Undertaker 


time to recover. He lifted Austin for 


the Tombstone, but the Stone Cold

feet, turned Austin over, delivered 
the crunching finisher and scored 
the win.

In the clash, Luger managed to knock out the cham. 
pion with a forearm, sending him lying outside the 
ring. Yokozuna lay on the arena floor for nearly 20 
minutes. He was counted out of the match, but as a 
title can only change hands via pintall or submission 
Yoko remained the Federation Champion. 
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1994 saw the most bizarre SummerSlam match 
in its history: the Undertaker vs. the Undertaker The 
real Man from the Dark Side—the current holder of 
the gold in the World Wrestling Federation—was 
challenged by a double managed by DiBiase.

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uring the World Wrestling Federation's international tour of — 
Kuwait this past April, several superstars—including the Hart 


Foundation, Rockabilly and Bob “Spark Plugg” Holly—took a — 
tour of Camp Doha, the U.S. military base 85 miles outside of Kuwait — 
City. The installation, which saw its share of action during Desert Storm, 
is now the home to hundreds of destroyed tanks from the Gulf War. 

Rockabilly, who is seen in the picture atop one of the armored divi- 
sions, was a firsthand witness to what the U.S. soldiers call the “Tank 
Graveyard”. During the Persian Gulf War, thousands of Iraqi soldiers 
abandoned these fighting machines after running out of ammo and gaso- 
line. Now, the rusted tanks serve as a tourist attraction for those lucky 
enough to journey into the desert. 

Bob “Spark Plugg” Holly, on the other hand, opted to stick closer to the 
base and visit with the 571st Medical Detachment and their Air 
Evacuation Unit. These large choppers serve as emergency transportation 
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for soldiers wounded in the battlefields. Holly not only learned all about 
the aircraft, but also received a ride across the sands in one. 


Finally, it was the Hart Foundation’s turn to get the complimentary tour 
of Camp Doha! First, Owen and the Bulldog got to ride on a Bradley 
Fighting Machine—a smaller version of the base’s standard Battle Tanks. 
As you can see, Davey Boy was able to get a look at the large rounds 
used on the tank’s guns while Owen was given instructions on driving 
the vehicle.
